Clifford R. Anderson, Jr., 
prominent local attorney, 
has been named chairman 
of the newly organized 
Pasadena Area Cit i z e n s 
Committee for the support 
of Governor Reagan’s wel¬ 
fare reform program. 

Prime objective of this 
.non-partisan citizens group 
is to back the program 
which is currently before 
the State Legislature to 
limit welfare abuses and 
cut taxes for welfare pro¬ 
grams. 

Tlie Pasade.na Area Com¬ 
mittee represents the com¬ 
munities of Pasadena, Alta- 
dona.

“We have a rough task 
facing us In bringing the 
important facts of this re¬ 
form plan before the public 
as fa.st as possible as there 
are only a few weeks left 
during which the legislators 
can consider this program,” 
Anderson' pointed out. 

“If adopted, the Gover¬ 
nor’s reform program could 
save up to $W)0 million in 
taxes next year alone. This 
could reflect In a savings in 
your local and state taxes 
as early as next year,” he 
added. 

The goals of the welfare 
program are to increase as¬ 
sistance to the truly needy, 
including pansio.ns to the 
blind, aged and disabled; to 
require the able to work and 
to seek employment, train 
for a job or serve the com¬ 
munity if asked as a condi¬ 
tion for receiving welfare; 
to equalize Medi-Cal bene¬ 
fits to make them compar¬ 
able to the .normal coverage 
purchased by most working 
men and women; and to 
strengthen family responsi¬ 
bility as the basic element 
in' our society, including 
tracking down absent fath¬ 
ers and making them face 
up to their o'bligations. 

Anderson urges all citi¬ 
zens who are in support of 
this reform program t o 
make their views known im¬ 
mediately to their state and 
county representatives.

"Moreover, these distortions 
may produce a feeling of 
sheer terror LSD is totally 
unpredictable, and it is 
clearly unsafe to try it even 
once!”

Use of the acid has 
broiught consistently ill ef¬ 
fects beginning with its ac¬ 
cidental d'iscovery some 
years ago by Dr. Albert Hof¬ 
mann'. Experimenting with 
a poisonous, 'blackish fun¬ 
gus that invades the heads 
of cereal 'grains. Dr. Hof¬ 
mann ingested a tiny speck 
of LSD He was overcome 
by a wild kaleidoscope of 
shapes and colors flashing 
through his mijid. He went 
home to bed, but upon re¬ 
covery, experimented by 
taking another tiny dose. A 
fantastic experience follow¬ 
ed, in which he feared that 
he was going insane ... he 
"saw” his body lying dead 
on a sofa while his spirit 
moved about the room 
moaning! 


HEW’s National Institute 
of Mental Health concurs, 
adding that in addition to 
panic, users can suffer acute 
paranoia for some 72 hours 
after the more violent ef¬ 
fects of the drug have worn 
off. Also, unwanted recur¬ 
rences, or "flashbacks,” com¬ 
ing without warning weeks 
or months after last use of 
the drug, have been report¬ 
ed by some individuals who 
generally fear they are go¬ 
ing insane. 


After 15 years of objective 
research i.nto the effects of 
LSD, I am thoroughly con¬ 
vinced that this is one of 
the most dangerous drugs 
known to mankind. It has 
not one mdeeming feature. 

I say this knowing there 
is a strong continuing move¬ 
ment underway to legalize 
LSD and other hallucinating 
drugs. Even some doctors 
and professors, perhaps 
mainly those associated 
with universities known as 
hotbeds of drug abuse, are 
tending to say, “LSD in 
small amounts expands the 
mind' without really doing 
much harm.” 


The People Must Know 


Many other examples of 
such “bad trips” have been 
recorded, some ending in 
murder, .suicide or insanity.

Last week in Sacramento I fiied for an initiatiive 
petition to limit property taxes to 1 per cent of actuai 
market value. This petition wiil bo given a title by the 
Attorney General in a few days, it wiil he printed and 
circulated for signatures. It is a statewide petition to 
amend tlie California Constitution and completely re¬ 
structure our tax system. It is the only way the people 
can directly enact a tax system to guarantee the oppor¬ 
tunity and right to continue to own homes and property 
in California. 

In Sacramento I found that the five committees con¬ 
sidering next years taxation have added about $2 billion 
new taxes for next year, alx)Ut a 30 per cent raise. 

The Governor has introduced a tax program which 
would raise state taxes about .$700 million for next year. 

Tlie actual state tax raise wiil likely be a compromise 
between the Democratic $2 billion program and the Re¬ 
publican Governor’s .$700 million program. Previous to this 
the Governor had been holding out for no tax raise 
at all. 

None of the.se proposals actually restructure the tax 
system or provide for property tax relief. In fact these 
proposals have loop holes and clauses to negate real prop¬ 
erty tax relief. 

The pending proposals are all subject to amendments 
and changes, and no one can tell now what the end result 
will bo, however, none of them look good to me. The de¬ 
mands for tax increases at every level of government are 
unsatiable. Most school districts, cities and counties will 
raise market values and increase property tax rates this 
year. 


Another danger is acci- 
idental death; many cases 
have occurred because the 
LSD user — in what is 
known as the Superman 
complex — felt that he 
could fly or float throijgh 
the air, or that a movi.ng 
car or train, could not in¬ 
jure him. 


"Our research verifies all 
of these dangers,” reports 
Kern County Mental Health 
Clinic in' Bakersfield, also 
.pointing out that one of ev¬ 
ery 10 people in the United 
States ha.s a mental problem 
that .needs professional at¬ 
tention. 


But . . . LSD is available 
only “in small amounts”; 
it’s so powerful that oine 
ounce contai.ns 300,000 av¬ 
erage doses. A speck has an 
effect lasting eight to ten 
hours. It’s much easier to 
take an overdose than to 
.split a speck! 


Some abusers undergo 
complete personality chang¬ 
es; they "see” smells, they 
"hoar” colors, they brush 
imaginary insects from their 
skin or clothing, according 
to a recent study by the Am¬ 
erican Social Health Asso- 
ciatio.n, which, states cate- 
gorially that use of LSD and 
other hallucingens can lead 


With over 20,000,000 peo¬ 
ple mentally distrubed to 
the point of .needing clinical 
help, it seems obvious that 
a tragedy of unimaginable 
proportions would result 
from making LSD — or any 
mind-altering hallucinogen 
— readily available through 
legalizing its sale. 


What is this effect, as re 
ported by .numerous respon 
sitole gencies?

Word of Caution 


A bill has been introduced in the legislature by Assem¬ 
blyman Paul Priolo of Santa Monica which would adapt 
private swiming pools as emergency fire fight water 
sources. 

Inspired by brush canyon fires in his district last 
year, Priolo wants the state insurance commissioner to 
undertake a study on the methods and devices that could 
bo used to make pool water available for firefighters. 

When an emergency comes, we are all in favor of 
getting fire and water together as quickly and effectively 
as possible. And swimming pools are an obvious water 
source. We feel sure, however, that the commissioner, if 
he is directed to make a study, will take into considera¬ 
tion the possible effect on the pool of rapid emptying. 

No engineers we, but we do understand that most 
pool construction involves hydrostatic pressure — the 
weight of the water being an important factor in keeping 
the pool structure firmly embedded. Obviously, any home- 
owner would prefer a popped-up pool to a burned-down 
house; but we like to think there’s some way to preserve 

both.

Check Pool 
Lighting Systems 
For Safety 

Swimming pool owners 
and operators sliould make 
certain that pcx)l lightLng 
systems are in good working 
order, in preparing for this 
summer’s u.so. 

This reminder was issued 
today by Jack F. Hatton, 
chief of tlie Division of In¬ 
dustrial Safety, California 
Department of Industr i a 1 
Relations. 

“The danger of severe 
shock and' even oloctrocu 
tion,from poorly maintained 
underwater pool lights is a 
very real one. There have 
been' .several deaths from 
this ca'use in the last few 
years, and ma.ny persons 
have received elect r i c a 1 
shocks when .swimming near 
underwater lights,” Hatton 
said. 

He .stressed that proper 
inspection and mainten¬ 
ance by qualified cloctri- 
cia.ns are es.se,ntial. 

The Division of Industrial 
Safety in its free brochure, 
“Electrical Safety and Swim¬ 
ming Pools,” recommends 
regular and periodic check¬ 
ing of pool lights, wiring, 
and equipme.nt. The bro¬ 
chure also reminds main¬ 
tenance men tlioy must 
never try to locate trouble 
in a fixture while they are 
in the water or while the 
lighting circuit is energized. 
The .safe way is first to open 
the circuit breaker or re¬ 
move the fuse in that cir¬ 
cuit.

growth, the cultivation of 
ginseng is often confined to 
an acre, tt takes five to sev¬ 
en years for the ginseng 
plant to mature from seed 
to the full plant. Not too 
many people are interested 
in a harve-st .unless the crops 
are rotated so that there 
will be one each year. 

The Chinese claimed that 
their sick took ginse.ng to 
recover their health, while 
those in good health used 
it to make themselves re¬ 
sistant to disease. It is said 
that it is common for many 
Chinese women over seve.nty 
years of age, who are .users 
of ginseng, to have children. 

It is l)elieved that the 
first knowledge of the me- 
diciiv)! herbs was written 
by a Monk, Shun-Chung 
Tsang, in about the year 
3100 B.C. According to frag¬ 
ments of this manuscript 
that have been found gin¬ 
seng was regarded as the 
highest among the many 
herbs wliich were then in 
use and was u.sed as a tonic 
to strengthen the body, pro¬ 
long life, invigorate the 
mind, and for helping the 
romance of the heart. 

Marco Polo found ginseng 
in groat use when he trav¬ 
eled through China during 
the year 1724. Alter a study 
of it, he did not believe 
that ginseng rated much in¬ 
terest, and he never had 
much to .say other than not¬ 
ing that it was widely used 
among the Chinese for prac¬ 
tically everything. 

The reason wild ginseng 
sells lor a much higher price 
than the cultivated gin.seng 
is because it is more potent 
and more difficult to secure. 
The belief that radio-active 
substances from the earth 
are more potent in grou.nd 
where the ginseng grows al¬ 
so brings a better price for 
the wild plant. However, 
wild gin.seng is more diffi¬ 
cult to find', for it is believ¬ 
ed that the ginse.ng plant is 
so .sensitive that it will at 
the slightest .sound, fold its 
flowers and make itself look 
a great deal like other 
plants. 

In Tibet ginseng is found 
especially in the .northern 


areas where the natives 
gather the plants in the 
highlands. This is done right 
after the snow has left the 
ground and flowers and 
plants are springing up in 
profusion. The monks and 
the .natives seek out the gni- 
■song pla,nt in the dark hol¬ 
low of the hills. 

Ginseng so highly regard¬ 
ed by the Oriental countries 
is almost entirely ignored 
■by the West. Western health 
authorities have apparently 
not fuond any use for the 
ginse.ng plant. 

Tlie Rus.sians have been 
doi,ng an onromous amount 
of scientific re.search in 
learning about the herb. 
During” World War 11 the 
Russian government had 
huge fields of ginseng grow¬ 
ing in the wildest part of 
the Sikhote-Alin Mountains. 
It was here that Russia put 
several experimental sta¬ 
tions and proved’ that the 
roots of the glnsng plant 
contained many radio-active 
properties. The Russians are 
still working with the plant 
in South Siberia, where 
huge plantations of ginseng 
have been' planted, at a cost 
of millions of dollars to tlve 
■government. So far, they 
have kept their findings a 
s(K;r<'t and are not letting 
the rest of the world know 
why they are going into 
suoii tremendous research 
on the gl.nseng plant. 

It is Ijclieved that the ac¬ 
tion of the ginseng pla.nt 
on the endocrine glands 
gives the body power to 
make better use of vitamins 
and minerals, which help 
overcome .nutritional defi¬ 
ciencies. 

The Greeks believed that 
gin.seng had magical virtues 
and the Japanese thing of 
it as a Jongevity herb. The 
American Indians used it for 
stomach di.sordcrs. 

The Rus.sians have devel¬ 
oped a drink called KoiU- 
mi.ss, an intoxicating fer¬ 
mented liquor made from 
cow’s milk and yeast.

Under A Fictitious Name? 

If So You Must 
Re-Register it Now! 

See News Article Below 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in Instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
